Physicians in Mississippi were 
urged today to alert their patients 
to the dangers of misrepresented 
drugs and devices currenly being 
promoted for the treatment and 
“cures” of arthritis. 

The Medical and Scientific Com- 


‘mission of the Mississippi Chapter 


of the Arthritis and Rheumatism 
Foundation feel it is the duty of 
physicians not only to inform their 
patients of the danger, but also 
to cooperate actively with Founda- 
tion efforts to protect arthritis suf- 
fers from exploitation. They cite 
a recent Arthritis and Rheumatism 
Foundation report which  docu- 
ments the fact that arthritics in 
the United States are being cheat- 
ed of $250,000,000.00 annually by 
promoters of fraudulent, remedies. 

Within recent years the number 
and variety of products advertis- 
ed for relief of arthritis, the extent 
and the ingenuityof their claims, 
can match any similar exploita- 
tions of the past. Many of these 
products are “obvious quackery.” 
Others contain active ingredients 
usually salicylates, which are pro- 
moted with the implication of su- 
perior relief aver cheaper, equally 
effective, nredications, 

The Mississippi Medical and 
Scientific Commission also warn 
against so called “Clinics for ar-

Coleman was charged with man- 
slaughter after the fatal shooting 
of Eddie Forrest, Negro early 
Saturday morning. Forrest, who 
was shot in the abdomen, died after 
undergoing emergency surgery 
at Hancock General Hospital. 


Sheriff Gerald V, Price said the 
-shooting was ruled “justifiable 
homicide.” 


Price said in his report Cole 
man stated he received a call at 
4:45 a.m. Saturday, September 
10, from J. T. Jacobs and Wood- 
row Lafontaine that they had pass- 
ed a car parked in the middle oí 
Washington Street with the lights 
on and a man slumped over the 
Steering wheel. 


Price quoted Coleman as saying 
he arrved at the scene about five 
minutes later and found the car 
as described and pulled around the 
car on the left side and parked 
behind. He said he got out to 
investigate and recognized the man 
as Eddie Forrest. 


He opened the door and at- 
tempted to wake him, calling him 
by name. Forrest finatly woke 
up, but refused to get out of the 
car. 


Coleman's report further stated 
he took Forrest by the left arm 
and attemped to pull him out of 
the car, but he gripped the steer- 
ing wheel with his right hand. 
The officer added he jerked his 
left arm, but he pulled away and 
leaned over and picked up a tire 
iron which was on the floorboard 
on the right front with some other 
tools. 


He swung at Coleman with the 
tool, striking a glancing blow on 
his left, forearm. 

He drew back to strike again, 
“so without taking time to aim,” 
Coleman was quoted as saying, he 
drew his gun and shot.- 

The bullet struck the Negro in 
the abdomen.and came out the 
back.
